iog this post. Captain Brown has reported to 
Government, that he was most ably seconded by Lieutenant tt. 
Erskiue, afthe artillery, and by Mr. Assistant Sui^eoD Glasse, 
who was in medical charge of the garrison. 

Notwithstaoding the critical position in wliich tlie garrison was 
placed, and the privations to which tbey were espused. Captain 
Brown nobly refused to surrender tbe Fort until the lustextremity, 
and then only, after be had secured for himself and brave coni- 
rades, a safe retreat, with all the honors of war. The Governor 
in Council believes, that there aie few instances on record, where 
uuder cironnutances of suah great discouragement, a dangerous 
and harrbssing service, attended by severe privations, has been 
performed with greater cheerfulness, or with a mure zealous dele- 
tion to the public service. 

In orde^to testify bis admiration of the gallantry, prudence, 
and perseverance wbith distinguished the conduct ol Captain 
Brown in the defence of Kabnn, and the fidelity and bravery of 
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tlifl officers and men nader hia command, tlia Governor in Conn- 
cil, with the sanctiao uf the Right Hon'ble the Governor General 
oflndia in Council, Jti pleased todirect : — 

First. — That in consideration of the honor conferred an tlie 5tb 
Regiment Native Infantry, by the cosdact of (he detach ment of 
that ciorps, in the defence of Kaban, tUis regiment shall be per- 
mitted to have " Kaboa" inscribed on their colors, and borneon 
their appointments. 

Second. — That in consideration of the losses of the detar.hmeat, 
arisiog from vant of carriage and olher causei, a donation of six 
months Batta aball be granted to the sorvivors of the garnaoa of 
Kahon, and the heirs of those who fell in it's defence. 

Third.— That tbia order be read at the head of every foment 
of the army of this presid«mcy, at a spcecial parade to be held 
for this purpose. 

The Hon'ble tbe Governor in C»naoil will likewise have great 
satisfaction in bringing the distioguished services of Captain 
Brown, and the officers and men who composed the garrison of 
Kabun, to tbe favorable aotioe of the Honorable the Court of 
Directors.

' vernor in Council has much satisfaction in giving publicity to the 
following Private Journal, which has lately reached him, kept by 
Captain Brown, of the proceedioga of himself and the detachment, 
under bis command, from the 8th April to the Ist October 1840, 
embracing the period from his arrival at Pootajt^ei where be assum- 
ed charge of the detachment placed at his disposal, for the purpose 
of forming the garrison of Kaban, to that of his arrival in tbe 
plains, on the latter date, aUer his having, nnder ciroamstauoes so 
pecnliary honorable to himself and those under bis orders, maia- 
tained possession of that Fort, against the repeated endeavonra of 
tbe enemy to dislodge him, until they bad guaranteed him a safo 
conduct to the plains.

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ROUGH NOTES 

Br 

CAPTAIN LEWIS BROWN, 

OF THE 5th REGIMEMT BOHBAT NATIVE iNFANTRT, 

OF A TRIP IN THE 

MURREE HILLS, 

AND 

DETENTION IN KAHUN. 



Having beea appoiated to the command of a delacfaraent about 
to occapy KahuD, a w^led town ia the Marree hills, I proceed- 
ed to Pfolajeeen ronte, in company with Lieutenaat Clarke, 2d 
Gfeoadiers, on the 8th April 1840. — Go the moromg of the 8th 
I reached that post, and found Ibe following detachment assem- 
bled. 

800 Bayonets, 5fh Regiment tinder Ensign Taylor. 

2-l2 Pr. Howitzers, Lieutenant D. Erskine. 

50 Scinde Irregular Horse, Lieut. Clarke. 

50 Patao HorsemeD. 
With Ibis detachment I was to convoy op 600 camels, being sup- 
plies for4 months, and Lient. Clarke was to return with the empty 
camels, with an escort of 80 infantry and 50 horse, and bring 
up 4 months more. I left Snkhnr in a great hurry, but on my 
arrival at Poolajee, was detained in consequence of delays in the 
commissariat department, until the 2d May. About the 15th April 
the weather became excessively hot, thi» thermometer ranging to 
112 in my l^nt, in the midd^ of the day, the consequence was 
some sicknc'ss in the detachment ; Lieutenant Erskine and Ensign 
Taylor were both attacked wilb fever, and onesnbedar died irom 
a " coop de soletl." 

April 20th — At the requisition of the political agent I des- 
patched Lieutenant aarke and his horsemen in the direction 
of Shapoor. there to be joined by lOO men of the Beelooch 
Levy, nnder Lieutenant Vardon, and from thence to proceed 
S. E. in the directiop of the hills, to try and surprize a party 
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orCnlpore Boogties. The Cbuppao fuiletf, in consequence oftrea- 
cLery in the guide. The sofferings of ihe party, from the heal, 
and want of water, when crussiugifie desert onttieir return, were 
beyond any thing coBceivalile. The Bellooch I/evy alone, left 
"25 men behind, 3 of whom died. 

27lh. — Received an express from the brigade major, directing 
me, in consequeuce of Grskine's sickness, to order the ^uos back 
to Lehree, and proceed with the cavalry and infantry alone tu 
Kabun, Dr. GlaHsejoine^ to-day. 

29tfa. — This morning I received sach strong reports of the inten- 
tion ol tbe Murrees to oppose as at the pass of Nufoosk, and 
again in the Fort, that I immediately, un my own responsibility, 
made a reqaisitton on Lehree, for one of the guns to be sent batk 
under a native officer. Having been before over tbe hills, with 
the detachment under tbe late Major Billamore, 1 knew the al- 
most utter impassibility, if opposed, of getting my convoy up 
safe without artillery.* Erskipe having somewhat recovered 
from tbe fever, came himself with tbe gun. 

May 2d. — There being some dispute about finding the Patans 
in provisions on their way up, and not myself thinking they wonid 
be much use to me, having been preseut in Novomber 1839, 
when they tamed their backs on the enemy, without drawing a 
sword ; I at once ordered tbem back to their qaarters, and the 
eommissariat having reported the 4 months snpply being all ready, 
I this morning commenced my march into the bills, leaving be- 
hind 1 gun and 50 horse. 

Marched G miles into tbe bills direct east ; the last 4 miles 
very heavy for guns, being nothing but the bed of a dry river, 
with deep sand and pebbles. Encamped close to a delicious 
stream of water. Wood and grass in abondance, but the beat be- 
tween the rooks was excessive. Ensign Taylor became too sick 
to proceed, and returned to bead quarters. leaving only one of- 
ficer (myself,) in charge of 3 companies. 

3rd. — Marched on 8 miles, starting at 2 a. m. and arriving at 7. 
Road very heavy, encamped in bed of river. Forage abundant. 
Sulphur rocks close by. '♦his was the hottest day I ever remem- 
ber to have felt in India ; tbe thermometer risiag to 116, with a 
hot wind like a furnanue blowing. 

4th. — Marched on 7 miles, not getting over more than a mile an 
hour, the road being so heavy. Water nearly tbe whole way. 



" Note This was a most for tuntilB citoumslance ; in raore instances than 
one theitur becfime of double value, and I obWined nolonly one of themost 
plea.a"tHn<ipheerfulcompanioni, during our loi.eiy life in KaLuii, but a 
iMOIt tlauDcti and ablf a»iisUnCin my difficulties. 
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wbicli was most acceptaltle, as the hat wiad of yesterday continu- 
ed during the whole nigbt. — Encamping grouotl as yesterday, 

6th. — Marched on 6 miles, the wheels of the gun and waggon 
becoming rickety from the stony state of the road, lightened 
them by loading the ummunition boxes on camels. A sepoy 
died here from the effects of the suu — Encauiping ground as 
yesterday. 

7tb. — Marched on 12 miles, 5 along the bed of the river, then 
oversome table land, to a drop leap into the river again, down 
wbioh the rain and carriages were obliged to be lowered by ropes ; 
strung reports reached as of the enemy getting readj to oppose 
us, and that they were busy getting in their crops. From this 
encamping g{o3nd there are two roads to Kahua, one round by 
Deerab, distance 74 miles, and the other a short cut, over the 
monnlainsof Surtooff and Nnfibosk, distance only 20 miles, bat 
very difilcQit for guns. Being left to my own judgment by the 
brigadier, I decided on the sbort cut, having been over the saqie 
road before, with artillery, trusting to arrive in time to save some 
of the crops. 

8th.— Left the bed of the river, and marched over a table land, 
to the bottom of the SurtootF. distanced mites, which took us 5 
hours, there being some very bad nullahs on the road for guas. 
Encamped at the foot of the bill, where we found a beautiful stream 
ofwater, and abundance of forage. At4.P. Al. we commenced 
ascending the hill ; the camels going ap first ; the distant^ is but 
a mile, but so steep, that the last camel did not reach the top until 
day light, exactly 13 hours. The labor of getting np the gnn and 
carriages, was trying and laborious in the extreme ; some parts of. 
the bilU were almost perpendicular, and not one inch np would (he 
bullocks pull. Here, while all bauds ttere engaged in this labor, 
the Beloochees began first to show themselves, in ,s mall bodies, 
annuying oar flanks and rear. 

8th. — Encamped on the top of the hill, hot in consequence of 
there being neither water or torage, obliged to send down all the 
animals to the bottom again, the men going down by division. 

9th. — About 150 Belloocbees assembled below the hill, evidently 
with the intention of attacking the watering party, In conse- 
quence of which ( reinforced them with 100 men, under Clarke, . 
when they immediately dispersed. Marched on over a fine table 
laud, to the foot of the Naffoosk Passat 6 o'clock this evening, 
distance only 6 miles, but from the number of small uallabs, and 
the overloaded state of the camels, we did not reach our ground 
until day light. 

10th. — Ascended the Kaffbosk Pass this morning with 100 men. 
No appearance of an enemy, although we found that they bad 
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bnitt up breastworks oftross tbe road, ia 3 drfforeot places : remov- 
ed tuem, and fiommmced getling up the gtia dec. vtiich took us 
from 6 io the moruiog uatil 4 u'clock in tbe afternoon, the bollocks 
bflJDg perfectly useless. TbJs was en exceedingly hard dajs work, 
the beat being excessive, and a great want of water, [n fact, 
none at all fur tbe cattle. Commenced passing up convoy at 4 
P. M., the last camel not reaching the top until 3 A. M., although 
Ifae diitance waa only ^ of a mile i this was caused from the over- 
loaded state of the camels, and there only being one camel-man 
to 6 and 7. The camels fell down and gave in by dozens, and 
many bags were dropped ; to obtain these last, soq^e 60 BeU 
loocheeswho had been watching us all day, followed up the rear- 
guard, when a few shots were exchanged, and Clarke and mysielf 
took post with l2 men on some ridges overhanging the road : 
when the moon went down, the Bellooehees made many attempts 
to get up the Pass, hot were easily kept at bay. A great deal of 
ammunition was wasted, witboutmncb effect, from the darkness 
of the night. This was tbe third night we bad beenander arms. 

ittb. — From tbe top of the hill we saw several tires in the Kabun 
plain. Commenced descending at day light. Descent ope mile 
in extent. Immediately the rear-guard left the top, it was crowd- 
ed by about 60 Beloocbees, who commenced a sharp ^re, bot at a 
long distance Clarke and myself having remained in the rear, to 
tryand bring on some of tbe bags dropped, we received some 
special marks of their favor. One Belooehee appeared to be a par- 
ticularly good shot, for he managed to wound (slightly) Clarke and 
his servant, and a havildar, standing close by, was only saved by 
the hall lodging in a small Mussack be had slung on his sbonlder. 
We were obliged to put op with this annoyance for soine time, 
being too anxions to get my convoy safe to Kabun, to think of re- 
turning up the hill to attack, these people. Tbe cattle were al- 
most dying for want of water, ^y 2 P. M. we got guns and all 
safe to the bottom, only leaving two bags behind, and encamped 
for an hour in a strong nulla, clear of the bill. At 6 P.M. 
moved on £aAu», distant Smiles, over a fine level plain, reaching 
it at 7, and finding it completely deserted and the gates removed. 
Thus eaddd this arduons and trying march, tbe difficulties we en- 
countered from tbe nature of the road, being entirely tbroogh beds 
of rivers, and over hills, and the want of water at the latter were 
great indeed. The beat was excessive, and the bullocks refusing 
to put their shoulder to the collar, the labour of getting the guns 
over the bills, fell entirely on tbe sepoys. The conyoy often 
stretched for 2 miles, so to properly guard it on all sides, was out 
oflbe question, but through the strenijbus exertions of officers 
and men; all was got up safe, withont loss or damage. Encamped 
under walls ot fort for the night, all hands being completely done 
up. It was a delightful sight to see the oanels and bniloeks 
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WsHing to Ihe river. J tbau|;>it tbey never *onW bavte Btopptod 
flntiking.

poiut for those who could manage t# escape; oneol tbeiattt:-r, who 
managed to concetd himself under a hush, hoQrd our poor felluwv 
hegformercy, but Kurreem Khan, tbe chief, wbo wussuperin-' 
tending the slaughter, kept crying out ■' Maro, Maro," this all took 
place in the bed ot tbe river, and was not visible from tlie fort..' 
He also says, he saw the sbrupnell burst r'lght in ar^^st Ibetn, 
knocking over 3, and dispersing the rest, i had auVpporl unity. 
tbis morning of promoting 2 lepoysfor bravery. 'I'bey wcreont 
catting forage near tbe fort, with some 8 ur 10 camel-men, when, 
^boat 20 Belloochees rode at speed at them- Instead of running 
for it, tbe 3 sepoys coolly stood still, and fired into their laces, 
woanding one ot'them. This was quite sutiicient for the Belloo-, 
cbefs, wbo turned and Qed. Had tbe sepoys retreated under (he. 
walls, the camel-men must have been pnt up. Thismufning was 
fall of adventures, nearly lust the only sheep we bad left. The 
Belloophees got between ibem, and tbe furt, out were too eager ta 
cat up the camel-men, to see them. They woald have been a sail 
loss to as, for not aoother could we get.

Out of the moat useful niediciDes hnt water the order of the day 
found to be a very good snbstitate, being; of a very purgative na- 
ture; made a kind of trace with a Murree obief called Hybutt Khan, 
who acknowledged himself the owner of most of the flocka. grazing 
around, also of some of thelund dov being cultivated. He told. as 
to look ont tor Lall Khao and some 15U of his people, a day or 
two hence. 

T'th. — ' Belooohees on the "qui vive," lired two shots at us, as we 
were taking our walk in front of the gate-way. Hybutt Khan wants

8th. — Had a slight skirmish this morning with fieloocbeea; 
when tuking our walk, dome Beloochees appeared about the nul- 
la, evidently ap to niischiefi enticed thumout with a few men, when 
50 or 60 of them immediately sprung up, and a little itie-firing com- 
menced ; withdrew party to allow Erskine to have a shot, which fell 
intothemidst of thetn, whether with any damage or not, we know 
nut, thejuiigle being so thick, however they immediately bolted at 
their best pace, f 

9th. — Beloochees op to some mischief at the Nufousk pass, go- 
ing up there in small budies of 30 aod 30, destroying the road up 
I suspect. 

lUth.— For the last 4 or 5 days the Hoc^s had been -coming clo- 
ser and closer to the walls, eating up what little grass there was 
left. I had warned Uybott Klian of this 3 or 4 times, and had 
also oSered to purchase 100 at his own price, but he declared f 
should not have one.

l7lh.-^Two Bfloocbees disuruied a sepoy most bnautifnily lo- 
da^vhe wtts sUtiugduwu, and had placed bis- musket and puuch- 
fioK a little' on <iat< .side;.tbe twu Beluuctaees dashed up at speed,, 
disnioujited, pjckeil up the musket. Slo.. befote tbe sepoj'^oouldt 
jump up, and went off, wavingtbu-ii^ hoety. in Inumpb.- A.sharp< 
.toucb. of an earthquake (u»day.. 

18th. — A tittle skirmish' wit.lr the- DeloucUees-outsidej tried to 
draw tbem on towards tlie fupt, bubl^ileil. 

30tb. — Sis^ Beionchees-maikr a dash around the fort on a plnn- 
dering es^oditiun; capturd 3' Banyuu's. duuke>s. The same aai- 
mals have now been stolen andre-caplured ^ diffi^rent tiaies. 

2lsL — Received a message rroni' Dtidah's brother, to take care- 
•f ourselves^ as the whole body of (beuL wuuld asaembleU)*- day»> 
hence and put us all to the swurd. 

34tb.— -A Qother cossid arrived to-day*,. bringing the welcome in— 
' telligence of the (.envoy being act'ially on their march up^ with> 
a reduced detacbnuent — ba^Hig ie(t behind detachment 40tib — all 
but the light company 2d grenadiers, and' oae gan. To describe 
the joy of alh hands, on my immediately giving out ttiis- news, is 
iinpo^&ible. Those only who have suRered a four month's iin^ri^tuii- 
meiit, with the addjtiuii of never lying down to sleep without a 
chance of liaviug lo turtkoat fur an attack, can conceive it. 

38th. — Received Ibe following amosing information from Hy- 
foult Kbao; " Abont 3 months ago, their 8yud, in whom tliey 
place great faith,' having agreed to render our gun and miisket« 
barmtess. tbe whole dF the tribe under Lall Khan f and Uulleel 
Khan, assembled lo attack the furl; in the mean time,, they gut 
iut'ormation from one of our cossid spies, tbi<t we were ut work 
from morning till night, and had hailt up 2 eittra I'urds ijisidle-, and 
hud also dug a well under the gate-waiv. [J|)i>n. hearing this, the 
Syud had a most convenient dreams declareil he would have no- 
thing to do with tbe business, aod strungly recommended no

f An smuBing aneudote i^ told of this chief. Wheif Msiatiut; in <fet(in? 
one of the guns left by Major Oibbom, up the pass, it slipt back niidam>i<hed 
one ofhialimhs. whith caused his death a fortoiglrt afler, — when dying, he 
called some of hia people around him, and warned tbem never to f^a near 
our guns, as " sleeping: or wakiag tbey would always be their deelruclion." 
Tbia chief was a grand l^h lopped o7 the Murree tribe, being their great- 
est leader-Be lo»t bis only sqd JB Clarke's fight. 
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attack. On tliis tbe tribe immediately broke up". This agrees witb 
the report mentioned od the 3d July. Hybutt also told n;, tbut 
the Murrees are now * assembled to the number of 3000, behind 
the hill N.E. of the fort; and that they intend to have 3 fights 
with tbe coming convoy, for the honor of their land — 1st, at 
the pass of Nnfoosb, — 2nd, where they now are.— and then, if 
beaten by as in both, to fall back on Meer Hadjee's fort of Uarkoe, 
where they will fight to tbe last. 

39(h. — Captured 3 bullocks, wbicb we found a great treat, 
not having tasted beeffo^a long timer The convoy cud now be 
only 2 marobes off, cheering news ! 

SUt — A day of great and almost overpowering excitement. It 
commenced about 5 o'clock last evening, when the plains and 
hills became alive witb Bcioochees, and at dark, large signal 
tires OD the tops of all the bills. At day-break, large piirlies of 
horse and foot were seen hurrying acruss the plain (o the Nut- 
foosk pass, on the opposite side of which, we soon learDt of tbe 
arrival of our convoy, from tbe report of one of their guns, a 
sijfnal agreed upon between ns ; about sun-rise, we saw collected 
«n tbe very top of the pass about 2000 Beloochees, and others 
prowling about in all directions, tbe distance, as the crow flies ' 
from the fort to the pass, is abuut 4 miles; in fact, we were com^ 
plelely behind the scenes, and saw all that the Beloochees were 
nt, and fullv expecting to see our comrades crown the top every 
to'jr, we were highly amused and excited — 2 p. m. no si}>ht of 
convoy coming over pass, tbey must he repairing the road up — 
Sf p. M. saw tbe sbrapnell flying over Ibe hill, and bursting in 
tlie midst of the enemy with the most beantiful etfect — 5 p. M, 
still no sight of convoy. Beloochees still crosiiing the plains to- 
wards the seat of action, h'rskine scattered a small body of'theiq 
with a sliell— 8 P. M. heavy firing of guDS%nd musketry for 10 
minutes, when all was silent for the rest of the night. I should 
be Very sorry (o pass many days of my lile like this — I would 
ten thousand times sooner have been in the thick of it; the ex- 
citement and suspense was beyond any thing 1 ever felt before; 
knowing the dillicolty of the pass, and not seeing our people 
crown the tup, I felt certain there must be much bloodshed going 
on J

I I hnre since heard rome surpriite hni been expr^ised that we could ttt 
snd hear Clibborn's shells, and not rush out to bis succour j had vie done so 
tbe labor and persCTeraDce o[ 4 months would bave been thrown away in an 
hour, and, the Peloocbees would hive gained the eerji object tbey had been 
trying for tyitbout effect, since the day we entered tbe fort, nnmely, to entice 
tts oat, but the thing was out of the questiou, Seiweeu us aod the pass were 
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Sept. lat. — Xot a sin^te B<;|oocliee lo be seen on the tnp of the 
bill at dnv'li^ht ^^ but several passing; across llie plain in that diiec- 
lion. No sight (K sound of comoy all day ! Sailjy perplexed to 
know whut has bectgne of them; cun^ljide that finding' the pass 
too strongly defended vesterday, that they had fallen back to go 
round by the Decyrah road, as I first reoemineuded. 

2d — Bellochees in all directions, and biwy as bees — Another day 
of suspense and excitement ; after II o'clock they pitched one oE 
onr sepoy's tents about halfway up the hill, up and down which, 
batches of loaded and unloaded camels are going; suppose the 
coDvoy must have dropped some of iheir baggage and stores 
in the bnrry of their departure. About 12 n'ciock much Uring 
comij^ced and continued with intervals until 2 p. u.; from the 
■oun9>t would appear the convey had fallen back io Ibe direction 
of the Deeyrah road, some SO miles; cannot now expect to see them 
for the next 6 or 7 day; ; tantaliKiog, when they were so close; 
not a drop of spirits, a cheroot or a cup of tea left, or have we 
indeed tasted any for some time ; sepoys very weak from abortra- 
tiouB, only 6 bags of flour loft, a bad look-out ,-cannot Ijelp think- 
ing of our having got our convoy over so snugly in May, when 
we bad only a third of the number of the present convoy. 

3rd. — Still in suspense; uo commnnicalion from oat-side; all on 
the look-out, particularly at night ; upwards of 100 loaded CDmels 
going across the plain being some dislance off; wfietber these are 
horses or camels cannot be ^barly ascertained without a glass ; 
persuaded the people in the loit Ihat tliey were the former, allhn' 
the sepoys made the shrewd remark, tliat they never saw horse- 
men look so large, or go along one after the olher, so regularly. 
About 20 borsemen with 8 or 10 spare horses came down from the 
bill to water near the fort, looks us if the owners of Ihe liiller had 
been killed. — 2 bodies carried across the plain on charpoys, with a 
k kind ot fnueral party tollowing them; suppose they are two chiefs. 
At il p. M. saw a large body of BMtloochees pitciiing a sort of 
rnmp within 1} mile of the fort, no mistaking our sepoy's tents, 
alstione oQicer's teitt, 5 of Iheformer and 1 of the latter, exactly 
the number they took from Clarke's party, Irust they are those only, 
but appearunceh are very suspicious. Just us it was getting dark, 
saw ihe whole body atisembled in one dense mass, in front of their 
tents; warned 1^1 bands to keep a bright look-out when the moon 
goes down. 

4 miles of plain, f of a mile, one of the mo^t dangerous ravines 
I ever passed thro'; a monritaiii a miU in extent and last iho' not leatt, 3000 
Belooclieca ! I might perhaps Iinve mustered 100 b'lyoneTs, bat m net have 
left some 40 gick. behind; but Ihe best reason of all is, that it waa not until 
the 7tlf September <8 days afterwards) when we first saw the guns in the 
enemy's bunds, ibat we had tbe sligbtesl idea of the disaster tbalhad takea 
place. Uptolhat date ne anxionsly looked oul to see the convoy coming 
round the Deeyrib road, Ihioking ibey had found tbe Nufiboik pass loo diliSculli' 
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4th. — To-day some horsemen oarae and informed oi; " tfaat Iht^ 
" had ctil u|> uiir cunvoy, taken Uie gun^ it"d all tlie stores anct 
"supplies, and liad killed all Ilie Hahili-log except 3, who were pri- 
"soiiBrs in their camp" — in proof of which assertion tliey ofl'ere<^ 
to show the guns to any person 1 chose lo send, who could .iIko- 
bring a cliit from the prisoners. — This offer bnwever I refused, 
liruily helieving the report to be altogether nalriie, and niade- 
with a view of getting hold of one of my people for informatioti. 
They also said, that if I wonld leave the fort and go to rhe plains,, 
they would nut molest me— We had a very heasy fall of raio 
about 4 P. M.— More tents springing up in the Murree camp: about 
300 Bellaocbees sealed on a rising ground on one flank — great 
amusement in watching their movement!; haviiig a good class, 
we could almost see into their very tents. ^ 

51b. — A person came under the fort calling ont, wishing to give us- 
thenews; had had already quite enough of these people's stories, 
80 sent a bullet or two after him, to hurry his departure — all in the 
fort sadly perplexed to knew what to think of affairs — Belioocbees- 
on the move in every direction — 100 passed this morning in the 
Deeyra direction, the road from which we are expecting the con- 
voy — the Bel1oocbe<!S d» not seem in good spirits, not like men 
who have destroyed a large convoy — there has evidently been 
mischief some where — a storm occurred about 4 o'clock, which to 
our great delight, blew down all the Belloucbee teuls; they how- 
ever soon had tbem np again. ^ 

6th. — No griun left for camels^r bullocks, and little or no 
forage — tliey must lake their chance, poor creatures ; nothing now 
left but a few bags of rice and 3 or 4 ol flour — lU hags of the 
latter, which were thrown aside aa being half sand, now came 
into use, and were greedily devoured by the sepoys — a camel-man 
•hot himself, being detected in a tbeft. 

7tb. — Half expected, on taking a look at the Belloochee camp • 
this morning, to find them all decamped; but a sad reverse met 
onr sight — The three gnus belonging to the convoy staring us in 
the face ! they are placed on a piece of rising ground on one 
flank of their camp, their muzzles pointpd towards the tort. 
What can have become of MgJiT Clihborn and bis convoy^ Many 
officers and men must have lost their lives helure they gave up 
the guns ! There is no doubt now that something- most disastrous 
niust have occurred, and we must prepare lor the worst. Sepoys 
keep up their spirits amazingly well, not the slightest sign of 
flinching, altho' they st^em to be aware, that their situation is 
rather perilons, luckily they cannot see the guns with the naked 
eye, on account of the jnngle. There are chauoes in our lavor 
yet, and that the guns will not be of much use to them. Is), they 
fuay bes|)iked. Sndfy, they may have no auuDuniUon, aDd lattlj. 
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^f^ know not how to toad or fire tben; luckily they are howitzers 
instead of held pieces ; 10 A. M. ul) the iJelluDcliesii are assuin- 
hled round the gann, and peepiug ioto their muzzled, quite [ilay- 
things to them. 

6th. — Small psrties of horsemeD praffliug all rotiai] the fort; 
watuhin^ as [suppose, kuowin^ we must soon take to flight for 
"want of provisioDs^ they need Dot he ia fauch a hurry, as we have 
xtill some rice and gun hullocks left. 

ftth, — Loaded camels still gitiug across the plain, 3 Belloocheea 
mounted on artillery horses ^ do mistaking them frum their size 
and their having blinkers on, which they were determined should 
not escape our si^ht, as they galloped up and down in front of 
the tort fur as hour. 

10th. — Our old friend Sheer Bheg came in this morning, but ia 
«uch a suspicious manner, that I put him prisoner ; he tells us, the 
fielloochee's report of having destroyed our convoy is all true ; he 
mentiuDs poor Kaitt and Moore as heing twu of the killed. 

Llth. — Made some horsemen, who were grazing their horsei 
rather too close, scamper off, and received much abuse from them 
tor my pains. The Mnrrees acknowledge to tbelr having had 80 
killed and 80 wounded in the fight. Our old acquaintance Uy- 
botf Khan and his son are, it ia stated, both killed, also Kutreeia 
Khan, who soperintended the slaogbter on the 29tb June. 

12th. — Saw a very pleasing sight this morning ; nuthiM mora 
or les<i than the iVIurrees moving away the guns; they appeff to b» 
taking them to pieces and away. This looks very much like a 
bolt on their part, Perfanps they have got iutelligence of another 
convoy coming up. Belloochees rather quiet; allowed 2 camel- 
men to Iootethemof3 mares out grazing. 160 killed and bad I j 
vounded, will make a hole in their tribe. 

13th.~AboDt 1 A. H. a great noise and many fires in the di- 
rection of the Murree camp. At day-light not a single tent to 
be seen, bnt loaded camels going off by dozens. The Morrees 
are all oft, and our eyes are no longer made sore by the sight of 
the convoy's gni^s ; every one dt^lighted beyond measure ; (his ia 
quite a reprieve. 

l4<b. — Sent off Sheer Bheg wilh a message to Major Clibbom, 
1o say, «e were uH well in the fort. This i^ the first opportnnity 
that has offered of sending any thing in the shape ot a letter 
since the 26th ultimo ; captured 2 camels this morning with tbe 
C. D. mark fresh upon them, no doubt fro n^ whence they came ! 
Feel tbe wtmt of adrop of spirits or acnp Aea most sadly, whea 
keeping watch a( night. Water (aad such water too t) is but cold 
conifort. 
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l7th, — About 12 o'ctofck last night a cossit) arrived with an 
oAiuial tetlet- (tota ihe Brigade Major at Sukkur,* int'iirntin^ 
Us uf tile full particulars vt Major Cliltborn's diiiasttir, and leavioj; 
me to my own resnurcus, it being found impo^isible to send me 
any further relief. Wei!, this decides thu matter at once. The uum- 
ber of sick, and the weakly state ol the reat of the detactiment, 
g;ive liltte chance uf escape by a night m.irch, and [ do not sup- 
pose theMurrees will a^^ree to any terms [ may offer. Putthe 
best face we could on the matter, and on mukin^ a calculation, 
find we can laitt out until the 15th October on ^th rations, and the 
gun hallockH. DeoiJed on holding out, unlesii we get hoaoruhle 
terms. Perhaps something will turn up in the mean time, and if 
it come to the worst, we must try and make our way down to the 
plains. Replied to the Drigade iMajor in comformity wilh deci- 
sion, not allowing the cossid to enter into the fort, knoiring be 
would not have the most che'>riiij< news for the pe'>pte inside; se^ 
poys in escellent spirits, altho' well aware that there is some mis* 
chief in the wind ; from this to the:£2d instant, nothing extra- 
ordinary occurred. 

2!ird. — Sheer Bheg returned from the plains to-day, but with- • 
out any reply to my letter, having had it taken from him. He tells 
me that " Dodah sent twice to him, immediately after the fighl, 
" knowing he had access to the lorl, to say, be should be hapyj' to 
" make any terms with me, as long as 1 wonld leave bis fort; and 
" that be had sent 2 people to roe, but that I would not listen to - 
" the^ firing upon and driving them away." The Beliooch who 
came^n the 5tb. and whom we treated so roughly, must have 
been one of these peaceable messengers ! Well, this seems an 
opening for obtaining favorable terms, particularly as old DiKlah 
has made the first advan.^es ; and knowini^the impossibility of 
holding the post much longer for want of supplies, I opened a 
communication with the chief, Sheer Bheg, and my naib being 
the bearers of the fullowiag proposal. 

" Dodah Murree, I'll give you back your fort, on conditions, 
" viz, that you give me personal security for my safe arrival in 
" the plains ; if not, I will remain here 2 months longer, having 
" provisions for that time." 

24tb. — The deputation returned, informing me, that on receiv- 
ing the communication, ihe wh^tle of the chlels had assembled 
together, and after some consideration, took a solemn oath on Ihe 
Koran, that if I would leave the fort in 3 days, they would pro- 
tect me from all opposition down to the plains, ending hy saying 
that, " whatever my wishes were, should be their law." 3 hours 
afterwards, a cosslAbrought a letter Irom Dodah himself, in 

^ Uopy o( whifli u attacbed. 
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answer to minei eootainiD^ an i^reement on oatfa, to my proposal; 
he said, be would send hia nephew to pay his regpects to me, aad 
to gee the agreement coaformed to by all his people. 

35th.— Replied to Dodah's letter, to the effect, that I woald 
give up the fort 3 da\s hence, on the above terms. Surprized at 
their letting (is off go easily, namely, simply to return to the plains 
without let or hindrance from big people, on condition of givior 
up the fort, which Dodah most well know we cannot bold a montn 
loQger ; plenty of room to gospect treachery, but we must run 
the risk. This evening Guamaul Kban came near the fort, and 
sent a message to say, that he feared to venture inside, but that 
if I would meet him aatsiide without my troops, he would ratify 
the agreement. Wishing at once to see whether it was to be 
« treachery, or no treachery," I agreed, and with Erskine and 4 
native olGoerg,' met him about a mile from the fort. I never gaw 
a man in such a fright in my lije. Altbo' he had 30 horsemen, 
armed to the teeth, and there were only 6 of as, he retreated 
twice before he would venture near ns ! He thought from our 
coming alone, there most be treachery; that some men were hidden 
somewhere ; even after we had met, he had his horse all ready 
close by far a start. Down we all sat in a circle. A wild scene ; 
his followers appeared to be exceedingly well armed and ail Sue 
stout built men. Aflercompliments &c. the nephew began to talk 
very reasonably. He expressed a hope that " there would now be 
" a lasting peace between his tribe and the Britigh ; tiiat they had 
* only foQgbt at the Noffoogk pass to save their country, and their 
" lives ; that it was tbe least they could do, when they had the 
" fate of Bejahkhan staring tbem in the face. That they had 
"never killed any of our people aft^r.thefight, and that all tbe 
" prisoners had been fed, clothed, and set free." He concluded 
fay saying that "be should remain near the fort until we left, 
" to prevent anv disturbances between his people and mine ; and 
" that he woufd furnish me with trustworthy guides d^wn." 
There was not the slightest appearance of treachery. Thus ended 
this roost interesting conference. It will not, I think, be easily 
forgotten by either Erskine or myself. So much depended on it, the 
fate of ouraelvea and the whole of tbe detachment. We found 
these Belloochees tbe most civil and polite of men I the confidence 
we placed in their word, by meeting them in the way we did, 
seemed to please them much, and from having been deadly enemies 
for 5 long montiiB, became in one hoar the best of friends; no 
doubt their joy wag jast as great in getting rid of ns, as onr'a was in 
obtaining our freedom. 

36tb & 27th.— Most delightfully employed in preparing for a 
start; ottiv 10 public camels left, and those as thhias rats; none here 
procurable — the nnmber of sick amounts to 40, and these require 
SO ! Then tiiere are the rations, antmnnitioD, both gon and oiiuket, 
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water and teiH|k lo Tact, fonnd I ooold not move witiiont lacrifio- 
in^ all private^operty and half tbe ammanition aod tenU; oblig- 
ed to call OD officers aad meo lo givB ap what private camels tbe; 
had — this waa most williDgly agreed to ; aod all kit, even to our . 
bedding, was left behind — the gnn ammanitioD 1 #ab obliged to 
lake, as I rather expected opposition from tbe Boogties, Ibroagb 
wbose country we had 40 miles to go. At first we were almost 
afraid we ahonid not be able to bring dowo the gnn from the 
vrelched itate of the bnllocks, and weakness of tbe men-^faow- 
ever we determined to try, aod leaving the waggon and forge<cart 
behind, picked otit 30 of the beit for tbe gun alone — the sepoys 
thinking we were going to leave it behind, came and begged me 
not, as they themselves would drag it down and defend it wiEh 
their lives ! When Erskine was baroing the forge-cart and wag- 
gon, the Belloocbees outside thought we were setting fire to the 
fort, and sent to beg na to spare it. 
'Sdth. — Tnraed onr backs on Kahnn this morniDg at 2 o'clock. 
Mnch trouble in getting off, in oonseqoence of the pumber of sick : 
obliged to tie some of tbe poor fellows on the camels — Hjommenced 
the assent of the big hill at 6, aad after immense fatigue and laboor, 
got the guB to the top by 2 r. H. The sepoys wotc regularly over- 
powered with fatigue half way up — the call forwaternow was dread- 
ful, all that I bad brought with me in the massucks being expend- 
ed. About 9 o'clock about 300 Belloocbees had assembled id 
oar front, rear and right flank, perched on (be top of tbe bitfs ; 
they teemed highly amused at our getting tbe gun up : bat when 
they saw the sepoys completely done up with thirst and fatigue, 
tliey called out "ah! you will never get (b« gun down to the 
plains, you bad better ^ive it to old Dodah." — I ofi'ered then 
money to show us^aome water, they said (hey would for 1,000 Ra- 
fiees! After some talk they agreed to show ns some for 100 Ra- 
pees, which was immediutely givtn them, — there was just eoongh 
to give each man a handful or so, aad then they set to, and got 
the gun up. I really thought at one time we roust have left it be- 
hind. At the very top of tbe pass were about 50 of Hybutt Khan'a 
lollowers; these men swore we sfaoald not go any further, until 
we had paid for the flock of sheep we captured on the 13th An- 
gast ; however when it came to tbe point, and seeing the gun too , 
close, to be pleasant, they thought better of it, and begged a tew 
rupees for Hybutt Khan'a family, who they said, were very poor; 
I it was as much as I could do to restrain myself from giving this 
I party a round of grape. It's well I did not perhaps, as it would 
•most likely have embroiled me with the rest of tbe tribe, and my 
detachment waa not in much of a fighting condition ! It was now 
4 F. H. and we had still to desoend the Nnffoosk pass to some 
water, which our Morree guide reported was in abnndance 3 miles 
Aom tbe bottom, in oonseqaence of mnoh rain having faltea. 
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Commenced desofloding;, when a spectacle, tbe molt horrible to b« 
ODDceiTed, met oar sight: the bodies of all oar poor fellowk, both 
officers and men, who fell on the Slsl Aag:gst, lying* onbaried 
with all their oloathes on 1 having been merely oc^j^ged off tha 
road — lUitt's body was the first, being almost on the top of tha 
pass ; ibrongb this dreadTuI scene, we had to loner one gun down 
the hil), inch by inoh~-I woald have given worlds to haye baried 
the poor fellovs, but this was ont of tbe qaeation : we bad then 
been 14 hours under arms, and had still to seek for water; besides 
which, we bad no intrenching tools. The budies were lyinr oa 
heaps, which shows what a bitter fight it must have been. The 
Mnrrees spoke highly of poor Raitt's bravery in beiog at the head 
of all; they bad buried all their own dead at the bottom of the hill, 
but although I ofiered them. any muney they cb ose to ask. they 
refnaed to bury our's, inconsequence of the state of decomposi- 
tion they were then in. After much labour, gut the gaa down the 
iiill and proceeded on along the table land until 7 o'clock, when we 
found water in abundance, in a deep water course, on tbe bank 
of which we bironaced for the night. Altho' the men bad had do 
food all day, they all (have the' pickets) immediately fell asleep, 
without Uatiug a bit, they had been \9 hours under arms, the 
1st bugle having been sounded at 12 last night. Had this water 
been fonod when the fight of the Sltt took place, what a different 
tale would have been told I 

S9th. — Marched this morning to tbe fop of the Surtoff motin- 
taia, 4 miles, doscended bill, lowering gnn down with drag ropes; 
reached bottom at 10 o'clock; on eiamining one of the gnn wheels, 
found the iron work of the axle-tree box split in several places, to 
all appearance it seemed impossible to repair it, or that the gnn 
could travel any further ; but Erskine, by great exertions, got it 
bound up, and on we went again, starting at 2 P. M., bat did not 
reach our grouitd until 10, having lost the road, and got jammed 
in between ravines — ( shoold have wi&hed to have made only one 
march a day, in consequence of the weak state of tbe men, but 
there was no help for it, on we mast go, night a» well as day, hav- 
ing only 3 days provisions with us. Here no water was procurable, 
luckily the sepoys were so done Mp, that they soon fell asleep, and 
forgot all about their thirst, Received an express from the Aa> 
sislant Political Agent, warning us to expect oppositioo froqi tbe 
Boogties, ia whose country we are now in, not in much ol a fightiug 
train, half tbe men being on camels, bat wilh tbt- gnn I think we 
have not much to fear from them. 

• Since wriling ihia. I am happy to iiy, T hftve tjxecetiei in gelfine nil onr 
poor eomrmdes baried— tbeir ramiin* now lie in nne lar^e grave in the ftroniij 
an which lli«y fongbt to Bsllwitly— Mnndoi) Bban. tha nephew of Brsah 
Khan, aocomplished tbii deiired ohjcct for me, in which he was swisled by 
some of the Hurrees vDgaged in tho flght. 
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3Qtb.— Started at 5 A. H. aad'arrivwl at 10, at a beantifnl 
■traam of water — oa this march I was obliged to throw away all 
the ammanition, sare a few roaada of grape, otherwise I mast 
have left 8 or 10 sick behiod — men and camels n^alarly gave io 
daring this inarch, and how we (;ot all safe np, I hatdly know — 
'Remaining with the rear- gaard, I cheered thdm on as well as 
I could — one poor fellow died on the camel's back. Our Marree 
gnide, who had behaved as yet very well, did an act of extraordi- 
nary kindness for a Belloochee; bearing that one of onr people 
was left behiqd for want of carriage to bring him on, he went back 
of bis own accord, moanted him on his horse, and brought him 
into camp, walking himself by his side. From this gronod, sent 
off aA express by oor Hnrree guide, (the only man who would 
Tentnre) to Pollojee. for some spare oimels and gan ballocks, and 
we pfoceeded on another 8 miles at 4 a. u. getting to some watei 
about 10 o'clock. 

October 1st.— Started at 3 a. h. and marched on Smiles — 
soon after oar arrival, to oar great delight, np irame oor Murree 
guide, with some Sinde horse, spare camels and gan bullocks — 
proceeded on to PoUajee at 4 p. h., reaching that post at 12, dis- 
tance 14 miles; on coming ontof the hills into the plain, 6red off onr 
howitzer to give notice to our friends at Lebree the head quar- 
ters of the 5th Regiment, of oar safe arrival. 

Thus after a detention of 5 months in the fort of Kahun, was 
onr escape from that position and the Morree hills, accomplished. 
The hardships and privations circumstances forced on as, were 
most cheerfully borne with by all. After the attack on Major 
Clibborn's party, it oft«i appeared impobsible to expect a release, 
yet not a mnrmar was heard. On no one occasion bad I to tind 
fault with the men, and the alacrity and cheerfulness with which 
they perfurqiRd the exceedingly onerous duties which I was forced 
|o exact, reflects, in my humble opinion, great credit on the Kalee 
(5th) Paltan and small detachment of Artillery. Of the constant 
aid afforded me on every occasion by Lieut. Erskiue and Dr. 
Glasse, 1 note nothing; it can never cease to be fresh in my 
memory ; and their rank is too near my own to admit of my saying 
all 1 could wish, or the; deserve^ven in this my private jonruai.

Ere' this letter reaches you, if it ever shoald reach, yoa will 
probably have heard the sad and disastroaa tnisfortaae (hat has 
belalleD the detachment ander the command of Major ClibborD, 
lat Grenadier Regiment, which ^as despatched on the SIst ulti- 
mo, for tfae porpose of relieving your worn-out-men, aad throwing 
anew garrison into Kahun, with provisions for two months. — At 
the pass of NnfToosk, after some bonrs spent in desperate attempts, 
to crown the heights, and after severe fighting until noon, after 
bonrs of patient perseverance against raging thirst, from the want 
of water, and the utmost efforts of men determined to carry oat 
the objects for which tbey were destined, and the loss of loar offi- 
cers killed and one sevnrely wounded, Major Clibborn, with the 
only chance of saving the remnaot of bis enfeebled troops by 
falling back for water, was under the peinfal ueoessity of deciding 
on the abandonment of your brave detachment in Kahun. Under 
these circnmstauces 1 am directed by Major Forbes toatate, that 
all attempts to relieve you have failed — there are neither (roopa, 
followers, or supplies or carriage tor aoother expedition iq your 
favor ; and being under the paiofol necessity of leaving you, after 
having done all in his power, to your own resources, your post 
has become untenable, and be begs you to act in any way, either 
by a rapid night march, or if so fortunate, by making any terms 
yon can possibly conclade with the enemy — He begs you to act for 
yourself in the best way you can possibly manage, and he fnlly 
anthorizes any agreement or arrangement that may enable you to 
brisg your detachment and yonr companies safe'y to tiie plains.
